Applicants requested and were granted an in-person interview with Examiner 
Kyle R. Stork, which took place on Friday, 28 October 2005, starting at about 9:00 a.m.

Applicants thank Examiner Stork and express their appreciation for his diligent 
preparation for this interview. We note that for most of the cases interviewed, he 
conducted a supplemental search and discussed the existing claims with his supervisor, 
in preparation for the interview.

Applicants would like to discuss with 
the Examiner the best way to advance the case towards allowance, 

During the interview, we hope to begin with the technology disclosed and 
also discuss: 

1 ) How the Examiner would propose to combine Ohmura and Pratt? How 
would other third and fourth references be added to the combination? How 
would it work? 

2) Claims 61, 1, 40 and 81 

3) Claims 6 and 7" 

The response filed on 26 October reached the Examiner only the day before the 
interview. 

During the inten/iew, we began with a discussion of the technology disclosed, 
with some background reference to the general business of assignee Inxight, Inc. We 
used at a pair of figures, FIGS. 1 & 7A from the application that illustrate processing an 
electronic document and a fomiat that an electronic document supplemented with meta- 
index content might assume in some embodiments. We used FIG. 7A to illustrate an 
embodiment of some claimed features, with specific reference to features of claim 1 . 

We tumed to the Ohmura and Pratt references and figures from the references 
that were useful to illustrate how those references work. 

Applicants understood that further study and perhaps a supplemental search 
would be required for this case. Applicants invite a further telephonic interview.
